These changes have now been completed and it is expected that the un- 
interrupted recording of the literature in the Current List will be resumed 
and also that due to the increasing amount of it now being secured in the 


form of microfilm copies the coverage will be more complete than heretofore. 


AS mentioned on a previous occasion the tables of contents of jour- 
mals received as microfilm copies are designated in the Current List by the 
word (microfilm) printed adjacent to the title of the periodical. In these 
cases microfilm copies will be supplied in the form of positives instead of 
negatives. Special equipment for making these has been perfected and it is 
expected that microfilm copying from this material will be equally as prompt 


and satisfactory as that from the original printed journals. 


The Index to Volume 2 of the Current List which has just been mailed 
to all subscribers was delayed by circumstances which it is hoped will not 
prevail in the future. These may be ascribed to the initial organization 
of the work, loss of time through illness and the difficulty of finding 
typists who had time, in addition to their regular employment, to prepare 
the copy for the printer. [his latter Jifficulty has resulted in the un- 
evenness and freyuent lack of clearness in the photographically reproduced 
printed copy which will undoubtedly be noted. In the future every effort 
will be made to overcome these imperfections and complete each succeeding 


index more promptly.
